MAKE PLEA TO RESPECT LAW 
E do not believe that the Woman’s Club move- 
W ment has ever been charged with being in the 
large a factor in prohibition partisanship; but 
we do believe all will agree that it may always 
be found interested in support of constituted authority 
and the respect for law. 

Miss Adelia Potter, chairman of the committee on 
patriotism and law enforcement of the New York 
City Federation of Women’s Clubs, has furnished to 
the press a copy of a resolution adopted by the com: 
mittee of which is chairman, which is designed to mini- 
juize the practice of publishing by theatrical managers, 
daily and weekly newspapers and other publications, 
of jokes which make light of the law and therefore 
resolution 


weaken the efforts to enforce it. The 
reads: 
“Resolved. That every theatrical manager, 


movie manager, and editor, whether of a daily, 
weekly or monthly publication, be requested to 
see that all jokes ridiculing prohibition and its 
enforcement are eliminated from’ any production, 
film or article coming under his jurisdiction, and 
that the matter be treated with the seriousness 
that the subject merits; and that this resolution 
be thrown on the screen and printed in the differ- 
ent papers and magazines throughout the country.’’ 

For the purpose aimed at—respect for law—the 
«o-operation of the people to whom the appeal is made 
would be a big help; but there are other phases of 
the same subject to which attention might be directed, 
‘or example, that of careless headline writing, in 
which the law and its officers are deprecated, and 
crime and criminals glorified. 

How often do we see such deadlines as these?— 
‘‘Robber Too Slick for Cops;’’ ‘“‘So-and-So’s Trusty 
‘Gat’ Helps Him to Liberty’’; ‘‘Clever Swindle Makes 
Office Boy Millionaire’’; ‘‘Counterfeiters Artist in 
Their Line;’’ ‘‘Love Nest Maintained on Generous 
Scale.’? Take almost any daily paper you may, and 
you will find headlines which lend the impression, 
unconsciously, perhaps, that the matter is not con- 
sidered seriously, when the fact is that it is of the 
most serious importance. Immature and weak minds 
are quick to receive impressions and absorb atmos- 
phere. Making light of breaches of the law and the 
efforts of officers in the pursuit of culprits is a serious
